Aerate Water From 


Drainage €: Canals 


To Determine Whether It 
Is Advantageous 
To Crops 


The United States Sugar Corp-i 
oration began irrigation tests this 
week to determine whether con- 
stant círculation and aeration of 
water in drainage ditches is ad- 
vantageous to crops grown on ad- 
facent fields. 

The corporation has converted 
the asparagus fatm cast of South 
Bay into the experimental field 
and has installed a Couch pump, 
conhecting bulkheads, adjacent to 
the highway, and has changed 
mole: drains so that alternate 
moles at eighth-mile intervals cut 
the? main drainage ditch on one 
side’ of the field but block off be- 
fore reaching the opposite side. 
‘This latter operation forces water 
to run óne direction in one mole 
drain dad the opposite direction 
in the next. 

It is expected that the ground 
water table can be kept at con- 
stant level ond that it can also be 
kept in, constant circulation by 
these newly adopted methods. By 
manipulation of the pumps and 
bulkhe&ds it [s expected that wat- 
er in the drainage ditches will run 
first in one direction and then in 
the other, keeping the water aera- 
ted and in. motion.

Work On Road 25 Is Doped Hamburger 199 Cars Produce 


Progressing At An 
Agreeable Speed 


Between Three and Four 
Hundred Feet Being 
i Built Daily

[recurid at the scene of operations. 
Three complete barge crews are 
working on the project, two of 
them employing three shifts every 
24-hour period. . 

‘The advance dredge, or dipper 
idredge, is now located about two. 
jand one-half miles from Six Mile 
:Bend and working toward that 
point. The middle barge, or drill 
barge, is in the canal about one 
1 mile behind the dipper dredge and 
the largest crew of workers is em- 
ployed on tHe rock dredge which 
4s approximately five miles east 
and north of the bridge at Six 
Mile Bend. Y 

The dipper dredge is employing 
three shifts of men daily and is 
widening and scooping out large 
[quantities of loose muck from the 
[canal sides and bottom. The 
material removeq is being ‘piled 
along the north bank of the canal. 
‘The drill barge, employing but 
one shift daily, is driving holes in- 
to the rock bottom of the canal 
and dynamiting the rock from the 
canal bed, about twenty-five fect 
below water level Three dyna- 
mite drills are being bored. on 


each blast loosens rock for a dis- 
tance of about 1000 feet. The lar- 
gest crew of men is being em- 
ployed on the rock dredge where 
two cranes are used to remove the 
loosened rock material from the 
canal bed and transporting it to 
the new road bed on the south 
side of the old road bed.

An ordinanec ordering a special 
élection to pass on issuance of 
$25,000 in municipal bonds for 
construction of a "Public library, 
reading rooms and municipal audi. 
torium," in Belle Glade was passe 
pd on first reading by members of 
the Belle Glade town council in 
session Wednesday night. 

The ordinance set the clection 
date as Tuesday, April 4, and an- 
nounced eligibility of registered 
freeholders and qualifieg electors 
of the town of Belle Glade. 

The issue will be voted upon by 
the town’s freeholders providing 
the ordinance passes reading a 
second. time. It provides for a 
government PWA grant to match 
municipal funds raised and would 
give Belle Glade a much needed 
high school building. 

City councilmen also agreed to 
order another bond issue ordin- 
ance drawn up providing for is- 
Suance of funds necessary © for 
completion of the municipal park 
project starteq last summer. If 
passed, it will add another vot- 
ing issue to the high school bond 
question Which may be decided 
April 4.

W. B. Granger, superintendent 
of State Prison Farm 2, proposed 
to members of the Belle Glade 
town. council the connection of a 


the prition farm, to the town water 
system “at 
limits. 

The State plans to purchase 
6528 feet.of 4 inch or 6 inch cast 
iron pipe Monday and will begin 
construction of the Mne soon af- 
ter, it was learned from Capt. 
Granger. Councilmen, on the 
other hand, plan to meet’ the 
State's water line at the town 
| corporate limits with 1980 feet of 

inch pipe, to cost approximately 
$1200. The water would be »met- 
ered at the town limits, it was 
decided, and a standard rate of 20c 
per. thousand gallons, minus de- 
ductions for consumption above a 
certain amount or extra booster 
pumping charges, will be charged. |! 
Contract provisions will’ prohibit 
the State from selling the water 
to individuals along their line o: 
pipe. 

If thé State installs a 4-inch, 
Pipe, a booster pump wil! be used 
at the prison farm- but, according 
to Capt. Granger, efforts are 
| being made to secure the neces- 
sary pipe in a G-inch size, Prob- 
able average consumption by thé 
| farm will be 20,000 gallons | per 
|day.

He Has 700 Head Under 
Fence On Sand at 
Edge of Muck 


"Excessive. high cost of land is 
the only factor preventing further 
large-scale development of the 
cattle industry in the Everglades. 
region,” according to G. H. 
"Duke" Tucker, well known Can- 
al Point farmer and cattle raiser. 

Mr. Tucker owns a herd num- 
bering approximately 700 head of 
ordinary range cows and a few 
select Brahman, Devon and Black 
Pole bulls. Although the herd is 
grazing on sand land, a short dis- 
tante from the mucklands, Mr. 
‘Tucker strongly believes that cat- 
tle raising in the Eve! ides muck 
is one of the promising industries 
of'the region. The cattle are now 
grazing on Mr. Tucker's- - range* 
lands in the Chancey “Bay arca, 
vhich jncludes approximately 11,- 
000 acres of fenoed pasturage.” 

Mr. Tucker! reports that his 
large herd is fattening up well and 
is apparently free of disease. Al- ¢ 
though market prices of the few 
cattle he as sold so far has 
brought a good profit, Mr, Tucker 
believes that the luxuriant grasses 
of ‘the Everglades region and the 
year around growing season en- 
ables operators to take advantage 
of smaller grazing territories and 
larger herds. He is at present at- 
tempting to locate suitable graz- 
ing areas in the mucklands but 
high Jand prices have made the 
venture impossible so far.’ Ac- 
cording.to Mr. Tucker, from ten 
1d twelve other farmers and land 
owners in this region are also con- 
sideríng cattle operations on the 
muckland, prevented in doing so 
only by the high cost of land. 

At the present time, Tucker's’ 
ranch Includes over .350’ acres. in 
Dallas, rye, carpet and Berinéda 
grasses with another 400 acres to 
be planted in Napier and Para 
brasses. Although his herd inr 
cludes only a few choicg breed 
bulls, the first calf crop hag mater- 
laly strengthened the hex. The 
calves have gained weight well, 
one calf four months old weighing 
approximately 275 pounds, — Mr. 
Tucker explained that his system 
of rotating the herg through thrée 
separate plots works out very 
wéll, preventing exhaustion of the 
pasturage and providing contin- 
uous. feeding for the cattle. Af- < 
ter the first lot of cattle have fed 
on pasturage in the third and last 
plot, they are loaded on tracks 
and shipped directly to the mar- 
kets of ceatral Florida, 

Mr, Tucker explained that his 
feeding problems have been great- 
ly simplified by the construction 
of several water holes, 20 x 40, 
which are Kept full by normal pre- 
cipitation.: He has ‘one .of these 
water holes in every section en- 
abling the*cattle to water without 
the necessity of a long walk, The 
less a cow walks the more fat it 
will put on.said Mr. Tücker. 

Of Tucker's total pasturage, 
200 dcres are of sand and muck. 
combined. This combination has 
proven exceedingly advantageous 
evidently providing the.we]l bal 
anced mineral ration necessary in 
a production of high quality 

ef. 


The first of Mr. Tucker's herd 
were brought in about the middle 
of last. May and marketing of the 
first'lot is now under way. Ac- 
cording to present indications, the 
venture will prove entirely profit- 
able and satisfactory. Mr. Tucker 
believes, however, that \ greater 
profits can be made by cajtle rais- 
ing on the mucklahds. As he says, . 
“Cattle raising ix one of the.com- 
ing businesses of the Everglades."

New License Fees : 
For Luncheonette 


An ordinance, revísing the oc- 
cupatiopal license regulations of 
the tofn of Belle Glade to in- 
clude the payment of restaurant 
licenses by drug and other stores 
containing: luncheonettes and 
short-order services, “has been 
passed on first reading by mem- 
bers of the council, 

Fees to.be charged for the year 
1939 will be rated on the same 
scale as now in existence for rest- 
aurants, Stores containing 12 
chairs or stools will be charged 
$9; 13-20 chairs, $13.50; 21 to 30 
chairs, $20.50; 31-40 chairs, $27 
and 4l or more chairs, $28 and 
an additional 75c for each chair 
above 41. 

Thé ordinance does not include 
charges for soda fountains but 
charges only for stores serving 
food in like manner to restaur- 
ants. No combination license will 
be arranged for stores containing 
the luncheonettes but Instead both 
licehse fees will be charged.
